This first mass gathering of 
members of .the new party, 
which is to be followed by two 
more, in Bradford aod London, 
later this week, showed a 
marked unity of. purpose aud 
outlook with the four former 
Labour Cabinet miristers whu 
founded the SDP as recently .as 
last Marck, and with their 15 
other MPs. 

Tle latest recruit among the 
MPs, Dr Jesse Dickson Mabon, 
the former. Labour MP for 
Greenock and Port Glasgow, 
was warmiy received. 

Dr Mabon said that Labour 
moderates deceived themselves 
if they thought they had 
triumphed at Brighton last 
week, or that “Bennery ” was 
dead. There bad been no roll- 
ing back of left-wing policies. 

Mr Roy Jenkins said that 
objectionable policies bad been 
overwhelmingly endorsed by the 
Labour Party conference. The 
gulf betweeg the two sides in 
Labour's civil war had become 
unbridgea ble. 

Mr Jenkins urged the party 
to do nothing to tear apart the 
alliance with the Liberals agreed 
by the Liberal Party at 
Liaadudlno last month. They 
could not break the stultifying 
grip of the two oligarchical 
parties and fight the Liberals 
as well. That would be a 
frivolous, self-indulgent folly. 

Mrs Shirley Williams, a joint- 
founder of the SDP, said it 
would be shorwsighred foolish» 
ness to pretend that either party 
could do without the other.

Beer can 
theory 
confirmed 
at laşt 


By the Staff of * Nature" 


Twenty years afû. Iwo 
geologists presented what 
they called an ۰." elegant 
demonstration” of their 
theory of the lubrication of 
rock movements. It entailed 
uplurning an empty beer can 
on & slightly inchned glass 
plate, and watching wherber 
1 sld down rhe slope ar not 
(Readers could try this 
Pleasant cxperiment, which 
ınvolves empryiug the can 
first). 1 

‘The remarkable result, if 
the slope is gentle enough, is 
that a warm can will not 
slide dowa the slope, but a 
cold one (straight from the 
freezer) will, as soon as it 
begins to warm d little. This 
car be atrributed not to ice 
or the rim, but to air, ex“ 
panding as it warms, spilling 
out under the rim so rhe can 
slides dawn the slope like a 
hovercraft. i 

Whar that has to do with 
rocks concerns not air but 
water. The rocks beneath the 
oceans are cracked and satu- 
rated with water, and in 
places, particularly where 
the ocean crust is thrusting 
beneath a continent because 
of continental drift, the pres- 
sure of this water can be- 
come extremely high. 

According to the beer cart 
theory, this water can pene- 
trate between the sedimen- 
tary layers of the rock, reduc- 
ing the friction between 
them ard allowing them to 
slide easily over each other- 

This, iu fact, has been tle 
only way that geologists have 
been able to understand how. 
layers as thin as a few inches 
thick ` hare been able—in 
some cases~to ride for many 
miles over others, ' wher 
piling up tbe continental land 
( masses. 

Now a chance observatlon 
by the research drilling ship 
Gfomar Challenger seems ta 
. have confirmed the’ picture. 
The ship was drilling into the 
pile of oceanic sediments 
being scraped off the Ameri 
can continental plate as it is 
being thrust deep beneath the 
Antilles volcanic afc north of 
. Barbados on the western 
. Atlantic—just the kind of 
region where over-pressured 
water was expected, though 
the Challenger scientists were 
met looking for it.

Thus the 
first chance of sampling this 
sub-oceah water had been 
gained, and lost.

London says it cannot afford to 
accommodate hèr in a psycho- 
geriatric hospital. Mrs Acker- 
man is being forced with. hav- 
ir gto pay for private treat- 
ment. 

Now MIND, the mental 
health charity, has .said ir will 
take the matter to court. The 
charity wants to use it as & 
test case to find out wherher 
health authorities are obliged 
under the National Healrh Ser- 
vice Act to provide beds for 
patients who doctors say are in 
need of care. 

Fiye weeks ago MIND took 
the case of Mrs Grace Gibhs, 


aged 80, to court. She was also 
being denied a psycho-geriarric 


‘bed by Enfield, and the health 


authority was instructed to pro- 
vide one for her. ` 

In the case of Mrs Ackerman 
MIND has written to Mr Norman

‘Jatense public interest in the 
rùyal wedding in July _ has 
helped-ta raise at least £750,000 
for the disabled. and encouraged 
hundreds of charities to, apply 
for a share of the money. 

The Prince of Wale, welcomed 
any connexion between activi- 
.ties linked to the wedding and 
the _ International Year of 
Disabled People, but the 
response has surprised many 
people connected with the fund 
raising. 

By far the biggest money 
spiniers were the . official pro- 
gramme and souvenir, in whickt 
the Prince took a keen interest. 
Nearly two million copies of 
both publications have been 
sold, generating almost £2.5L 
Between £500,000 and £600,000 
of that will fimd its way to the 
charities after the costs of 
production have been met. 

The exhibition of wedding 
presents, which closed yesterday 
after more than eight weeks 
and . endlass queues attracted 
up to 200,000 peopJe to gaze at 
everything from electric door- 
bells to a windsurfer. Once 


. overheads have been met this 


could raise about £850,000. There 


.will be extra funds from & 
.regiornal tour of the wedding 


dress and some of the presents 
before they find their way to 
Kensington Palace or High- 
grove. 

The: fireworks display on the 
eve of the wedding, which. drew 
more than 500,000 people to 
Hyde Park, also raised about 
£50,000 : for. charities, largely 
through the sale of television 
rights. Other donations will 
come from Thames Television 
and the BBC who have sold 
video cassette recordings of the 
wedding. ۴

In the 216 days since Bobby 
Sands started the hunger strike 
or March 1, the two cormzouni- 
ties in Northern Ireland hare 
become more polarized. than - 
e bli % 

ên republican prisoners, 
members of the IRA or Irish 
National Liberation Army, 
starved themselves to death on 
fasts lasting from 46 to 73 days 
in support of five demands. Op 
tbe streers civilians and mem- 
bers of the security forces died 
as the violence increased. 

On Saturday a message was 
smuggled out of the Maze 
prison announcing that the six 
remaining hunger strikers were 
to end their fast The five 
demands haye not been met. 
Four. hundred men remain on 
the “ blanket protest” in sup 
port of those demands: not to 
wear prison clothing, to do no 
penal work, .zo organize . their 
own education and recreation, 
to associate freely and to be 
given full remission. ا‎ 

Seventy-five civiliaas and 
mermabers. of the security forces. 
have died this year compared 
with 76 fo rall of 1980. The 
Royal Ulster Constabulary, 
whose worst year was 1976, 
when they lost 23 men, have 
suffered 19 deaths thiş year 
compared with nine last year. 

At the start the IRA was 
divided on the usefulness of 
the hunger strike aš a weapon’; 
but they quickly realized its 
power. It whipped up support 
amang people who bad grown 
tîred of ‘the IRA. Thousands 
attended the funerals of hunger 
strikers. Recruiirs flocked to 
jain, Its coffers were swelled 
wirh collections in the United 
States. 

During the past seven months 
the IRA. bas at many times 
seized the initiative in the un- 
ceasing propazanda .war againsT. 
the British Goverment with’ 
demonstrations around the 
world, especially in the United 
States. The Prince of Wales on 
a visit to New York earlier this 
year was greeted by anti-H 
block demonstrators and. the 
Government ‘later advised Prin- 
cess Margaret to caucel a trip 
to the United States. 

As the anti-H block message 
was spread around the world 
cven Mr Humpbkhrey Atkins, the 
former Secretary of State for 
Northern Ireland, had to admit 
that the Govermnment’s message 
was nor. getting through a5: 
clêéarly as he would like. Bur 
the propaganda also served to 
deepen the _divisions within 
Ulster. with Prorestants saying 
the men on hunger strike were 
nothing bur criminals and not 
the freedom fighters they were 
claimed to be. . .

A big increase in the BBC's 
{istenership in India is shown 
today in a survey carried out 
in the first four months of the 
year by the Delhi-based In- 
dian Institute of Public Opi 
nion an associate of 
Gallup Organizations. 

Ten years ago, between 10 
million and 20 million people. 
listened to the BBC service in 
the principal language, Hindi. 
According to the institute's 
figures, based on a sample of 
3,000 adults in rural and 
urban areas, . the service, 
which goes out 14 hours a 
week, is now heard by some 
35 million adults. This, the 
BBC says, is treble the 
combined listenersbip in 
Hindi to the Voice of Ameri- 
ca, Radio Moscow, Radio 
Peking and Deutsche Welle. 

The figure is for people of 
16 years and over, who listen 
once a week or more to the 
BBC. The upsurge can partly 
be explained a rapid 
increase in radio set owner- 
ship — there are 30 times as 
many radios as television sets 

articularly in the country. 
hê survey shows that in 
two states — Uttar Pradesh 
and Rajasthan — there are 
more than 15 million listeners 
to _ the BBC Hindi service. 

The institute says that 
people listening to the BBC 
were sever times more TiU- 
merous thau the Radio Mos- 
cow audience and 10 times the 
Voice of America, listeners, 
Radio Peking had 20 times 
and Deutsche Welle 30 times 
less than the BBC.

The patients who receive 
the alternative treatment consti- 
tute a control group and, in an 
ideal trial, patients are assigned at 
random to oue group or the other. 
Controlled trials are a way nf 
applying scientific rules of evi- 
Yet when 
doctors who cultivate a healthv 
scepticism call for trials, they still 
rur into the arguments that were 
raised when the 18 American 
hospitals proposed the co-opera- 
tive trial that finally nailed the 
source of RLF. 
„ Last June in Washington, for 
instance, a meeting of surgeons at 
the National institutes of Health 
discussed a new operation f[or 
treating coronary heart diseaxe.

The disease was later named 
retrolental fibroplasia (RLF). 
Doctors had seen it only rarely 
‘before 1941, yet by 1950 it was the 
main cause of blindness. ir 
infants. During those nine years 
more than 50 “causes” had been 
identified and then .discarded 
when no evidence could be found 
to sustain them. And a series of 
“cures” — including the miracle 
drug of the moment, cortisone — 
had raised. hopes that were all too 
soon deflated. 
` As the epidemic_grew, patterns 
began to ier. RLF seemed. to 
be linked to affluence. It started 
in the United States, then spread 
to other developed .countries like 


Britam, France, Sweden, Holland: :

In 1951 Dr Kate Çampbell, a 
paediatrician, de- 
scribed in the Medical Journal of 
Australia how when visitin 
colleagues overseas she had hear' 
the suggestion that o: e 
be respqnsible for producing RLF.

Mary Crosse and. Phillip Jameson 
Evans of Birmingham, who had 
noticed that moşt cases of RLE 
had occurred inı the United States, 
where oxygen was - used freely, 
that ‘the disease began to 
appear more frequently in Britain 
wher, with the coming of the.

oxygen during the first _ days of 
their lives.

The trial lasted a year and the 

results. announced at a New York 
medical congress on September 
19, 1954, showed that the babies in 
the “routine oxygen” group ran a 
much greater risk of getting RLF 
than those in the € 
group. . Premature’ baby uhits 
reduced the level of oxygen in 
incubators and the-RLF epidemics 
came to a halt.

. Terence Conran is an entitely 
self-taught businessman —~ “one 
of natures survivors” is his self- 
description — who has. experi- 
enced, more than once; the 
nightmare of hearing the bank 
manager say that he cannot 
honour the wages cheque. “But I 
have imaginative rcsilicnce", Con- 
ran told me. He has also, perhaps, 
a more pragmatic understanding 
of business than most people — 
founded, like his design philos- 
ophy, on the notion of func- 
tioralism. 

To mect for the first time, 
Coaran is a surprisingly shy man, 
though one soon suspects that his 
diffidence masks a will of iron 
and a total single-mindedness 
where business is cancerned: 
“Terence has never had any 
doubts about his objectives and he 
lnoks neither to right nor left as 
he sets out to achieve them”, his 
brother-in-law Alcx Morrison, 
Deputy Chairman of J. Walter 
Thompson, told me: “He is able to 
take decisions, small or large, at 
ar astonishing rate, and most of 
them turn out to be right.” 

“Really 1 would like a sparse, 
monokish existence’, Conran says,

„ Habitat’s healthy position .at a 
time of gencral recession provides 
some justification For the preten- 
tious phrase “creative retailers"". 
But Terence Conran’s achieve- 
ment over 30 years has been more 
than a purely commercial one. By 
astute buying, artful display, 
catchy graphics and keen market- 
ing he has also done more for the 
cancept of good design than any 
ather contemporary designer. He 
has been described as the most 
influential British designer of the 
twentieth century. 

In the wordş of Stephen Bayley, 
the young director of the recent 
fulfilment of another Conran 
dream, a museum of Modern 
industrial Design: “Terence Con- 
ran has became the mercantile 
realization of the modern: he 
made up-market Bromptorn-Bau- 
haus available to down-market 
Wandsworth-Waring. He ident- 
ified and captured the aesthetic 
aspirations of the postwar gencr- 
ation whose tastes had nat, 
hitherto, been catered for by the 
conventional High Street 
retailers.” 

Like Augustus finding Rome in 
hrick and leaving it in marbie, 
Canran found London's maiso- 
netues in pastel-coloured Formica 
and left them in striped white 
pine. How he came ta be a 
supplier of modern good taste 
(“clean living through good 
design" he orıce called itr tn the 
middle-cla<s and how he avoided 
selling out to the values of the 
High Street rctaılers — if, in fact, 
he has avoided if — is, in many 
ways, a typical mid-twentieth-cen- 
tury success Story.

Sir, As senior partner of the firm 
of solicitors acting for the 
director who was fined for 
bulldozing a listed cortage, as 
reported in your issue of Sep- 


tember 25, 1 feel that the aE 


made in accordance with tl 
existing Jaw, will have consider- 
able repercussions on the prop- 
erty market, development busi 
ness and the legal prokession. 

The property was. bought as & 
development - site and in good 
faith; all usual and necessary 
searches were made, which re- 
vealed nathing which would 
prevent demolition. 

As the law stands the listing 
authority is the Department of the 
Environment, who have no duty 


,t1o consult or even notify the 


owner of any property Prior tO 
adding iit to the list of buildings of 


„outstanding architectural interest, 


After the property has béen listed 
there is an Poli tion aon the 
department to inform the local 
authority, who must then inform 
the owners and occupiers of the 
listed property. 

„Even if the local authority move 
with all possible speed there can 
be no protection To an innocent 
ner who Gries. gut work 8 

js own property in the perio: 
betwecn the date of adding the 
property to the list and the date 
or which he receives notice from 
the local authority. In view of the 
pressure of work on local auth- 
orities this period could conceîv- 
ably be measured in weeks. 

There is adequate provision 
under existing legislation for a 
local authority to preserve en- 
dangered buildings of interest 
from urscrupulous developers by 
serving a building preservation 
notice on its own initiative. In this 
particular case ıo such notice was 
served or sought and indeed there 
was a specific approval in the 
lanning permission for demo- 

tion of the Gooey. 

The building was listed and 
after some delay notice was 
served by the council. Before the 
requisite notices could be served 
the building was demolished. The 
council was then in the embar- 
rassing position of having to 
prosecute someone acting inriOo- 
cently in reliance on planning 
permission granted by itself. 

If this is taken to its logical 
conclusion it means that no one 
who owns a property of any age 
of interest can do work on it 
without running the risk that, 
unknown to him, the building has 
been listed and he is committing 
an offence punishable by impris- 
onment.

Thus the most significant 
variation iu the data was pro- 
duced, rot by membership ofl an 
occupational group, ie being a 
police officer, but by the pos- 
session. of, educational qualifi- 
cations. 

The fact that police officers in 
this’ study had a substantially 
lower educational attainment than 
the control group almost certainly 
accounts for a substantial pro- 
portion of the variance in this 
study. Thus the real issue may .be 
the educational leve] of recruits to 
the police rather than. their 
individual attitudes per se.. 

The police forces in Britain are

tion and discussion. There is 
much to be gained by both the 
police and the public through a 
proper, opeu and objective debate 
about all aspects of police work. 
However, if this debate is to

„. The so-called control sample 
was made up of persons who were 
either members of a volunteer 
panel for university research (50

patients at an orthopaedic hospital 
(a further 50 per cent of the 
sample). It is difficult to see how 
either group can be called upon to 
represent the “general public’” as 
a comparison for the police 
officers. Furthermore, the “con- 
troi group” had a substantially 
highèr level of educational attain- 
ment compared to the police 
officers. The matter of educa-

A further substantial bias ir the 
samples occurs-in relation to their 
sex. The first group of police 
officers consists of an’ equal 
number of males ard females, but 
the group of probationary con- 
stables contained two and a half 
times more males than females . 
and the “control group" con- 
almost twice as many 
female as males. Despite reporting, 
the influence of sex on one of the 
test instruments in the study, 


analysis . was not carried out to 


investigate the influence of sex on 
.the variance in the data. 

When I conducted further 
analysis on the data, subdividing 
the group by sex, I found that the 
male recruits were more conserva- 
tive than the male controls, but, 
‘were mo more ‘dogmatic or 
„ authoritarian. .Male probationary 
constables were no more’ dog- 
matic, conservative or authori- 
tarian than the male controls. The 
fermale recruits were more auth- 
oritarian but no more conşerva~ 
tive or dogmatic than the female.
